The 
erection  is  a  Round  Tower  50  feet  high,  painted  with  Bands  of  Red 
aad  White  (horizontal)  alternately. . .  .Cape  Race  Beacon — The  to- 
tal height  of  this  Beacon  is  65  feet ;  it  stands  on  the  rising  ground 
140  feet  high,  immediately  behind  Cape  Race  Rock,  so  that  the  top 
j  of  the  Beacon  is  at  an  elevation  of  205  feet  above  the  sea  level.  It 
I  is  of  hexagonal  shape,  22  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base,  and  U  feetoa 
each  face.  It. tapers  upwards  to  a  height  of  50  foet,  where  its  dia- 
meter is  but  2  feet  9  inches,  and  is  then  surmounted  by  a  S.veletoa 
Bail  9  feet  io  diameter —  making  the  total  height  65  feet.  It  is  con- 
structed of  timber  framework  with  exterior  clap-boarding,  and  its 
feces  are  painted  alternately  White  and  Red  (vertical)  and  the  Ball 
at  the  top  Red.

Rule»  and  Reffulation$  Made  and  Ordained  by  His  Honor  the 
Administrator^  and  Her  Majesty's  Councils  tn  conformity  vnth 
an  Act  of  the  Ocneral  Assen.l'y  of  Nejcfoundland,  passed  in 
the  Fourteenth  Year  of  Her  Majesty*!,  Reign,  entitled  "  An 
Art  for  the  Establishment  and  Regulation  of  Inland  Posts  in 
this  Colony." 

1 — That  the  Post  Master  or  Deputy  Post  Masters  appointed  or 
to  be  appointed  under  the  said  Act,  shall  carry  into  effect  the  provi- 
sioQS  of  the  same,  agreeably  to  the  General  Instructions  (so  far  as 
the  same  can  be  made  applicable  to  this  Colony)  heretofore  issued 
by  Her  Majesty's  Post  Mitster  Greneral,  at  London,  and  now  in  force 
for  the  government  of  the  Inland  Postal  Department  in  the  otiier 
British  North  Ameiican  Provinces. 

2— That  the  said  Post  Mister  shall  transmit  to  the  respective  De- 
puty Post  Masters,  for  their  guidance,  copies  of  such  of  the  said  Ge- 
neral Instructions  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

3— Thot  the  General  Post  OUce  at  St  John*8  shall  be  kept  open 
daily  (Sundays  excepted)  from  9  o'ctock,  a.m.,  until  4  o'clock,  p.m.;

de:ipatches,  and  otlier  documents  from  and  to  any  of  the  Public  Of- 
fices, on  public  business— papers  ordered  to  be  printed  by  either 
brunch  of  the  Legislature -returns,  wriis  and  processes  to  and 
from  theSheriffi  and  their  Deputies,  and  all  newspapers— Free. 

19  — The  inland  postage  on  all  letters  to  be  sent  by  packet  to  any 
place  out  of  Newfoundland,  shall  be  prepaid.
